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GERMAN ONRUSH
HALTED BY ALLIES

Flanking Movement Checked By
Determined Reslstance.

LOST GROUND IS REGOVERED

Allles Buocessfully Resums Powerful
Offenalve at the Hinge of the Bat
tle Line Neith of the Oise—General
Joffre Profiting by Lessensd Ger-
man Btrength In the Center—Oper
ations In France,

Parla, Oot. 8.—Although the allles,
in thelr thrust toward Helglum and
thelr attempt to cut Von Kluck's com-
munieations, have been pressed some-
what westward and toward the oonst,
thay have nevartheloss fought thelr
way to within a step of the Belglum
frontior, maintalning all the while an
vobroken line nlong the German west
flank,

Attempting A counter flanking
movement, the Germans, with large
forees of cavalry, sought to head off
the northern advannce of the allles
and got betwean them and the coast
cltlen. They struck at Armantieres
and toward Lens, but were halted by
dotermined resistance.

While thess cavalry engagements
wara In  rogreas between contending
flanking forces, the allles resumed o
powerful offensiva at the hinge of the
battle lims north of the Olse, and were
puceessful In recccupying ground lost
in provious days. There were for
ward movements by the French in
the center of the line, presumably
from Rhelms to the ridge of the Ar
gonne, In this quarters the Germans
bad weakened thelr forces in arder to
support Von Kluck and to launch a
flanking movement of thelr own,
There {8 reason to suppose that Gen-
eral Joffre is now profiting by les-
sened German strength In the center.

The officlal communique issued by
the governmeat reads: “Except on
the wings, whers the German attacks
have Dbeen repulsed, calm is nearly
complete mnlong the whole line. On
our laft wing the German cavalry has
bean held north of Lille, to which
polut it was previously repulsed. Be-
tween Chaulnes and Roye, ground
previously lost has heen retaken. At
the center we have advanced In cer-
taln parts. There |8 nothing vew on
our right wing."

BOMBARDMENT IMMINENT

All Noncombatants Ordered to Leave
the City of Antwerp.

Ostend, Belgium, Oct. 7.—The bur-
gomaater of Antwerp warned all non-
combntants to leave the city, as a
bombardment was about to occur. It
was announced that the warning was
simply to spare the Inhabltants the
dangors of & bombardment and that
the defense was continulng with suc-
cans.

Winston Churechill, Britlsh lord of
the admiralty, wis said to be In Ant-
werp for the purpose of confersing
with thae Helgian general staff on
methods of defense. The Cerman at
tack on the forts has slackensd some-
what.

German Warships Sunk.

London, Oct, 8.—A German torpedo
boat destroyer was torpedoed by thes
British submarine E-9 off an estus™~y
of the river Hmg and sank in a few
minutes. The majority of the erew
wore rescued. A dispatch from To-
kyo reporta that the German crulse
Cormorant and two German gunboats
had been sunk in Klauchau bay by
the Japanese,

8IX HUNDRED LIVES LOST

8ix Austrian Torpede Boats Blown
Up by Mines.

London, Oct. 8.—More than 600
men, officers and crew, lost their lives
when alx Austrian warships weTe
sunk by contact with submarine
mines off the coast of Dalmatia, in
the Adriatic sen. Four torpedo boats
and two torpedo boat destroyers
whioch weere scouting for the Anglo
Yreach fleet went to the bottom with-
in a few minutes after striking the
explosives, which are belleved to have
bheen placed by the Austrian govern-
ment.

EXCEED 300,000

French Lossea Up to and Inecluding
the Battle of the Marne.

New York, Oct. 5, —A letter re-
oslved by & Néw York phyalclan from
a roeputabls source in France sontalns
the startllng information that the
¥French losses (killed, wounded and
rrisonars) for the six weeks' fighting
up to and Including the hattle of the
Marne were glightly over 300,000, per
linps 310,000, excluaive of the English
Josses, which, the writar says, “have
bheen fairly large In compurison to the
small nn?:har of their engaged army."

“On the East Prussian frontler the
Gormans, Baving brought up reln
forcements from Koenlgsferg, con
tinue to oppose a tennclious resistance
upon the hattle front of Viadislavof
and Ratchka, profiting by the defiles,
lakes and marshes In the reglon of
Tehernogania, Beyond the Vigtula ad-
vanee guard battles have occurred In
the reglon of Opalow and Sandomir
In the Carpathians, west of the river
Banok, an Austrian detnchment was
defeated and machine guns and pris-
coers captured. At Saliva, twenty

Regarding the operations along the
East Prussian frontler, which resnlt-
od In defeat to the Germans, a dis
patch from RBerlin via The Hagne
states that bud weather and the great
strength of the Russian offensive oom-
pelled the Germans to assnme strictly
2 defenaive movement.

GERMAN POSSESSION
SEIZED BY JAPANESE

Isiand of Ja'uit In Pacific Oc-
Cupied Without Fight

Washington, Oct. 7.—The ooncern
caused bere by the announcement
from Tokyo of the selzure by Japan
of Jaluit island, In the group of, the
Marshall islands of the Pacific, was
gomewhat allayed by assurances from
both Tokyo and the Japanese em-
bassy that the step was merely one
of military necessity and not to be
regarded as Indicating permancnt oo
cupation by Japan, Jaluit Island ls
juit about mldway between Hawall
and the Philippines.

Japan says that the eelzure of Ja-
lult island was esgentls] for the pro-
tection of Britlsh and Japanase com-
merce, It was sald that a few Ger-
man ¢rulgers have been playing haveoe
with both Japanese and British com-
merca in the Pacific, and the ballef
of the Britlsh and Japanese govarn-
ments has been that the enemy's
cruigers wera using Jalult as a base.

The Island of Jalult Is the seat of
German governmont in the Marshall
fglands, It Is contended In wome
guarter here that the seigure of the
{sland is in violation of the announce-
ment by the Japanese foreign office
at the beginning of the war that Jap-
nnese aotivities would be confined to
the far east.

The Japaness flest met with no re-
slatance, and destroyed the military
establishment at Jalult and selzed
the munitions of war. It also HHbar
ated a British merchant ship and Jap
anese prisoner held st Jaluit.
